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N 1896 J. C. Weaver, an engineer, and C. H. Briggs, a supply dealer, formed 
a partnership that today carries the name of Briggs-Weaver Machinery 
Company, one of the dominant industrial supply organizations of the South- 
west. Weaver came here in 1892 from Macon, Georgia, where he had been 
designing and erecting cotton seed oil mills. He set up business in Dallas 
building cotton oil mills like the plant shown in the above photograph,* one 
of Dallas’ major industries of fifty years ago. At the turn of the century, after 
erecting three-fourths of the mills then in Texas, he formed a partnership with 
Briggs, who was just starting in business as a dealer in machinery. Their first 
two carloads of stock, pipe, fittings and general supplies, were unloaded at 
the corner of Austin and Main. The business expanded rapidly, soon absorbing 
the second and third floors of the building there. By 1904, Briggs-Weaver 
Machinery Company had incorporated and grown to such proportions that 
it moved to its own building at 309 North Market. C. H. Briggs remained 
president until his death in 1908 when J. C. Weaver was elected to the post 
which he held until his death in 1922. In 1946 Ashley DeWitt took charge 
of the company as vice president and general manager and today serves as its 
president. In June of 1949 the company moved into its present plant at 5000 
Hines Boulevard. Dallas’ owned and managed, the Briggs-Weaver Machinery 
Company has spanned more than a half-century of industrial development in 
the Southwest.

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The Pattern of Politics 


The political pattern for 1955 is 
beginning to emerge in clearer focus just 
now, the reciprocal trade agreements act 
and the tax bill having been primarily in- 
strumental in provid- 
ing a perspective 
from which to ap- 
praise the strategy 
and prospects of the 
two major parties in 
the Presidential and 
Congressional cam- 
paigns ahead. If it 
seems somewhat pre- 
mature to speculate 
on political cam- 
paigns still a year and a half away, we need 
only remind ourselves of the long-demon- 
strated truth that legislation is motivated 
more often than not by political consid- 
erations, with the national interest being 
served only obliquely through the com- 
promises and adjustments which our sys- 
tem of government somehow manages to 
effectuate. When the new Congress con- 
vened early in January it was already ap- 
parent to the Democratic high command 
that the most effective method of initiating 
an attack on the Eisenhower administra- 
tion was, paradoxically, to support it. 
President Eisenhower had urged his Re- 
publican Congress a year ago to extend 
the reciprocal trade act by three years in- 
stead of one, in order that his administra- 
tion might negotiate more beneficial trade 
agreements with other nations, but he was 
forced to retreat from this statesmanlike 
position by the opposition of powerful 
protectionists within his own party. 

Thus, when the Democrats assumed 
control on Capitol Hill the opportunity be- 
fore them was ready-made for subtle and 
convenient exploitation. They could con- 
vey to the people an impression of the 
high-minded sincerity of their intention to 
cooperate with the administration for the 
welfare of the nation by striving for the 
enactment of legislation they had consist- 
ently supported anyway; and they could 
acutely sensitize their Republican friends 
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at the same time by inserting a deeper 
needle into the wounds of their dissension 
over this vital issue. 

The Democratic leadership further 
dramatized the issue by labeling the trade 
extensions act “H.R. 1”—the first bill in- 
troduced in the new session of Congress 
— and the fight was on. The subsequent 
spectacle of President Eisenhower’s states- 
manship teaming with Speaker Rayburn’s 
political leadership to bring about House 
passage of this important bill was some- 
thing remarkable to witness. It was a mo- 
ment of high political drama on Capitol 
Hill, replete with tensions and excitement, 
and was eventually determined on a cru- 
cial vote of 193 to 192. Only a little more 
than a third of the Republican members 
of the House supported their President 
on this vital issue — a result which Dem- 
ocratic leaders fully anticipated, of 
course, and which they had no reluctance 
to publicize. 

Before the smoke of battle cleared away, 
the Democrats struck from another quar- 
ter. The President had publicly expressed 
his hope that further tax reductions might 
be possible in 1956, and the Democratic 
leadership feared that action deferred un- 
til next year might rebound to the advan- 
tage of the administration. So almost over- 
night a Democratic bill appeared which 
would bestow a flat $20 tax reduction on 
every taxpayer and each of his dependents, 
effective next January 1st. The Democrats 
blandly explained that the President plan- 
ned a tax reduction measure anyway, 
and that they were clarifying the prospects 
for the taxpayers sufficiently in advance. 
This type of “cooperation” within the ad- 
ministration was wholly unpalatable to the 
President, however, and another fight was 
on. This time the President and the 
Speaker were bitter antagonists — an ex- 
ample of form reversal which is frequently 
confusing to those who are not familiar 
with the American political system, and 
sometimes confusing to those who are. 

The Democratic strategy, as indicated 
by these two major developments, thus 


suggests a dual purpose: first, to keep the 
Republicans off balance by exploiting 
whenever possibe the deep schism between 
the Progressive and Old Guard factions 
of the party; and, second, to go a step 
beyond the President in the enactment of 
legislation involving the more liberal as- 
pects of his program — in other words, to 
“get there fustest with the mostest.” Dur- 
ing the months intervening between now 
and next year’s elections the Democrats 
can be expected to capitalize on their con- 
trol of the machinery of Congress by ex- 
erting initiative and leadership at every 
opportunity, and anticipating the adminis- 
tration’s program with legislation of their 
own. 

The Republican strategy is not so com- 
plex, of course, since their party is be- 
coming dominated more and more by a 
personality rather than a program. Re- 
publican leaders, even the dissidents of the 
Old Guard, are fully cognizant of the fact 
that their political fortunes are inextric- 
ably dependent on the continuing popular- 
ity of their Chief Executive. And of that 
popularity there is no perceptible sign of 
abatement. Indeed, even Democrats in 
high places privately concede that the 
political stature of the President is at least 
as great today as it was when he first took 
office. Under such circumstances, Mr. 
Eisenhower’s acquiescence in standing for 
reelection in 1956 is routinely expected, 
regardless of what his private desires may 
be, for it is widely believed that the Re- 
publicans can again win the presidency 
with him, and probably not with anyone 
else. 





“Fustest with the mostest’” — 
the Democratic strategy to com- 
bat the President’s popularity. 





Although it is generally thought that 
Adlai Stevenson has the inside track for 
the Democratic nomination next year, the 
suspicion can be strongly held that he may 
decline the dubious honor and await a 
more propitious season for the exercise 
of his talents. Indeed, if President Eisen- 
hower’s prestige remains high, it would not 
be surprising if the Democrats had little 
alternative but to offer a sacrificial lamb 


-on the altar of the 1956 presidential cam- 


paign and to concentrate on the Congres- 
sional races, where their prospects would 
be considerably brighter. It would not be 
a surprising development if the “divided 
government” of a Republican Chief Ex- 
ecutive and a Democratic Congress con- 
tinued here in Washington beyond the 
campaigns of 1956, 












SERVICE AND SUPPLY INDUSTRY 


... Another Key to Dallas Progress 


"Twist drills the size of small sew- 
ing machine needles, thousand-ton hy- 
draulic presses, micrometer calipers, Gei- 
ger counters and scintillators, screw ma- 
chine equipment, turret lathes, acres of 
steel and aluminum, minute gears and 
mammoth valves, special machinery for 
slitting, cutting and handling metals, thou- 
sands of items running inventories into 
millions of dollars — all this is part of 
Dallas’ new look as the industrial service 
and supply center of the Southwest. 

The industrial transformation of Dal- 
las during the past quarter-century is re- 
flected in stocks carried by Dallas major 
industrial supply firms. The development 
of the Dallas-Fort Worth Area as a major 
center for the metals industry is reflected 
in Dallas’ thriving machine shops and in- 
dustrial service organizations. Decentral- 
ization of defense production has made 
Dallas one of the nation’s major centers 
for the distribution of machine tools. The 
same factor is rapidly expanding Dallas as 
a major center for plant engineering, tool- 
ing and industrial service. 

Industrial service and industrial supply 
represent big business in Dallas — and 
getting bigger. The new Buick-Olds- 
Pontiac Assembly Plant at Arlington, 
Chance Vought and Temco, Convair at 
Fort Worth, Collins Radio, Texas Instru- 
ments and others in Metropolitan Dallas; 
new industries in other parts of the South- 
west, have brought in a new group of serv- 
ice organizations and industrial supply

firms. At the same time this has also 
brought about a marked change in many 
of Dallas’ older supply outlets. 

The historical expansion of Dallas’ in- 
dustrial service and supply parallels the 
industrial development of Texas. About 
a hundred years ago the first industries 
in this area were grist mills run by water 
power. In 1850, Maxime Guillot’s Car- 
riage Shop became Dallas’ first industrial 
plant. This was followed by local flour 
mills. Small machine shops and foundries 
served these industries. Their operations 
later expanded to serve East Texas saw- 
mills as lumbering became Texas first ma- 
jor industry following the war between 
the States. 

The development of Dallas as a service 
center for cotton gins and oil mills actually 
marks the beginning of modern industrial 
service and supply in this area. The Briggs- 
Weaver Machinery Company, the oldest 
industrial supply house in Dallas started 
business as a partnership in 1896 primarily 
to serve cotton oil mills of this area. The 
Murray Company began business in 1900 
also to serve cotton gins and cotton oil 
mills. In 1916 this firm bought out the 
Eubanks Machinery Company which had 
originated in 1907 to set up the present 
Murray industrial supply division. 


In earlier years the present degree of 
specialization in industrial service and 
supply was the exception rather than the 
rule. As an example, when the Mexia Oil 
Field came into production in 1920, the 
Murray Company shipped many carloads 
of boilers and steam engines to that area. 
Other organizations, such as _ Briggs- 
Weaver, also supplied many needs of the 


pioneer oil industry that are now handled | 


by exclusive oil supply organizations. The 
expansion and mechanical improvement 
of the oil industry and the cotton industry 
during the past three decades has brought 
into being many specialized supply and 
service firms based in Dallas. 

This includes such oil industry supply 
firms as Guiberson, Continental, Oil Well 
Supply, Wyatt Metal & Boiler, Fritz W. 
Glitsch & Sons, Dresser Industries and 
other specialized organizations not con- 
sidered a part of the general industrial sup- 
ply group. It also includes such firms as 
the John E. Mitchell Company, Conti- 
nental Gin, Divisions of the Murray Com- 
pany serving the cotton industry and other 
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specialized manufacturers. These firms and others serv- 
ing the automotive industry, construction and other 
groups are all a part of Dallas’ overall industrial picture, 
but not definitely in the general industrial supply and 
service field. It is very difficult to draw hard and fast lines 
of demarcation in this industry because of overlapping 
buying and selling contacts and the fact that most firms 
buy general industrial supplies. 

Pointing up the scope of this business, the Briggs- 
Weaver Machinery Company carries lines of some 650 
manufacturers and their current inventory includes about 
27,000 individual items. The Murray Company Indus- 
trial Division carries lines of almost 400 manufacturers 
and stock nearly 20,000 items. These firms stock bolts 
and nuts, pipe fittings, wrenches of all sizes, shovels, 
hoists, chain and cable, transmission equipment, power 
tools, iron and steel, wood and metal working equipment, 
pumps, abrasives, machinists tools, and almost every- 
thing used in industry. Changing techniques and mechan- 
ical improvements also mean that these pioneer supply

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firms are constantly eliminating old items 
and adding new ones to keep pace with 
progress. Under the general heading of 
industrial supplies 14 firms are listed in 
the Dallas Telephone Directory. 

The development of the aircraft in- 
dustry, the concurrent growth of the elec- 
tronics industry in Dallas, and the expan- 
sion of Geophysical Exploration during 
the past quarter century has also resulted 
in the development of a whole new group 
of specialized and general industrial sup- 
ply firms. The highly technical supply 
needs of these industries has resulted in 
such Dallas organizations as the Engineer- 
ing Supply Company. This firm was started 
in 1937 as a geophysical house, originally 
known as the Wink Supply Company. In 
1940 it branched into tools and industrial 
supplies, taking its present name, and now 
has five divisions; industrial, geophysical, 
electronic, transmission and safety. Today 
it is the only industrial electronic supply 
house in the Southwest and has pioneered 
in the distribution of such instruments as 
Geiger counters and scintillators. It repre- 
sents some 400 manufacturers and stocks 
24,000 items. 

In the field of industrial service perhaps 
the most significant development in mod- 
ern Dallas is the plant of the Verson Man- 
ufacturing Company. This firm tools up 
industrial plants for high volume produc- 
tion. It also builds mechanical and hy- 
draulic presses and press brakes and tool- 
ing die cushions. The Verson organization 
actually provides a service to Southwest 
industry that makes it possible for a manu- 
facturer to bring in his product and have 
this firm do a complete engineering, tool- 
ing and equipment job. Starting in 1945 
this plant occupies a land area of 20.2

acres and has 2.1 acres under roof. With 
its tool and die makers, precision ma- 
chinists and technical equipment, it is 
easily Dallas’ largest and most complete 
general industrial service plant. 

Today, Dallas has almost a hundred 
machine shops listed in its telephone di- 
rectory. These range all the way from 
small operations to plants with machinery 
investment running into six figures. Manu- 
facturers in the Dallas Southwest are to- 
day able to produce almost any type of 
product involving metal work without 
making big machinery and plant invest- 
ment simply by using contract manufac- 
turing facilities in Dallas. An example of 


this service is the Custom Manufacturing 
Company. This job shop supplements 
manufacturers facilities by tooling up for 
production and providing equipment for 
fabricating and stamping component 
parts. Started in June of 1946 this firm has 
doubled its capacity. Its plant occupies 
16,000 square feet loaded with precision 
machinery. It has a rail siding for han- 
dling materials and it does a volume in 
excess of $400,000 per year. This cate- 
gory also includes such firms as Polley 
Brothers & Verson, designers and manu- 
facturers of tools, dies, jigs and fixtures. 
This firm also does contract manufactur- 
ing, engineering and design.

Dallas has also become one of the na- 
tion’s leading centers for the distribution 
of machine tools during the past twenty 
years. The new office, showroom and 
warehouse of the Huster Machine Tool 
Company on Grauwyler is a fine example 
of the expansion in this industry. Start- 
ing in 1932 in a small way this firm ex- 
| panded from its original Camp Street lo- 
' cation through to Patterson. Its new plant 
' which will be formally opened this month 
"has an overall area of 74,000 square feet 
with 20,000 square feet under roof. Mr. 
| H. E. Huster, president of this company, 
already has requests from many leading 
| machine tool firms to display precision 
"equipment in their massive new show- 
_ room. 

Machinery Sales & Supply Company is 
another firm that has played a major part 
in providing tools for Dallas plants and 
industries. T. W. Patton, its founder, 
started this company as a one man outfit 
in 1927. It now occupies its own three- 
story building. This firm carries more than 
200 lines and stocks almost 50,000 items. 
Other firms, such as Hamilton Machinery 
Company, Nicholas & Parks Machinery 
Company, Texas Tool Traders, the Ma- 
chine Tool Division of Briggs-Weaver 
and others make up a list of approximately 
thirty firms engaged in the machine tool 
trade in Dallas. 

Expansion of major warehousing facili- 
ties for steel and aluminum has also 
marked the post-war development of Dal- 
las industrial service and supply. Out- 
growing one Dallas plant in the space of a 
few years the Vinson Steel Company now 
has one of the most complete steel ware- 
houses in the Southwest on Singleton 
Boulevard. Consisting of five huge bays, 
the warehouse area includes 111,075 
square feet. Stocking aluminum and steel, 
this plant has three bays 450 feet long and

Public Convenience Basic Factor 
In Planning New Love Field Terminal 


D ALLAS’ Love Field, which is 
by long odds the busiest airport in the 
Southwest, will soon have a new terminal 
worthy of its position as one of the lead- 
ing air gateways in America. 

A scale model of the new terminal was 
unveiled recently to provide a preview of 
features which will make the Love Field 
station a pace-setter in standards of use- 
fulness and public convenience. 

At the same time, Mayor R. L. Thorn- 
ton and members of the City Council re- 
newed their pledge to award construction 
contracts for the Love Field terminal this 
spring, with completion and occupancy of 
the big project scheduled for early 1957. 

Broad and Nelson and Jack Corgan, 
architects for the terminal, are expected 
to submit completed plans during March. 
Forrest and Cotton, engineers, are sched- 
uled to complete the terminal area engi- 
neering plans about the same time. 

The terminal project, expected to cost 
about $5 million, has had public conven- 
ience as its basic consideration in design. 
This fact is reflected in numerous inno- 
vations which will make Love Field a focal 
point for national interest. These include: 

A single-level operation in which the 
traveler can proceed from the front door 
to his airplane without climbing stairs 
or riding escalators; separation of pedes- 
trian and vehicular traffic at all points in 


the terminal area; electric-eye doors at 
all doorways used by the public; moving 
sidewalks in each of the aircraft loading 
piers; complete air-conditioning, even to 
the farthest loading gate; use of three 
loading gates, in the design of an inverted 
“T,” to bring all loading gates within 700 
feet of the lobby door; and separation of 
inbound and outbound passenger traffic. 

Equally important in the design of the 
new terminal was the consideration given 
to the interest of Dallas taxpayers. The de- 
sign provides for maximum exposure of 
the travelers and visitors to revenue- 
generating concessions in the terminal and 
for maximum extensibility at minimum 
construction cost. 

The terminal design also gave consid- 
ation to the interests of the air carriers 
operating at Love Field, with features de- 
signed to make their operations as efficient 
and economical as possible. 

The new terminal facilities will offer 
minimum distances to taxi aircraft be- 
tween the new terminal, the existing run- 
ways, and the planned parallel instrument 
runway; functional separation of facili- 
ties within the terminal to move a maxi- 
mum volume of inbound and outbound 
passengers without cross-traffic; complete 
separation of passenger traffic from ramp 
vehicular traffic; facilities which should 
greatly speed up the handling of baggage 


for arriving passengers; and elimination 
of “monumental” features, “gilt and 
plush” from the terminal design so that 
the fees charged the carriers can be kept 
on a sensible basis. . 

Design of the new terminal has required 





The Love Field Story 


Dallas’ Love Field handles more en- 
planing passengers than any other 
two airports in Texas combined. 

It handles more enplaned air mail, 
freight and express than any other 
three airports in Texas, combined. 

In 1953, the latest year for which 
reports have been published, Love 
Field accounted for 2.2% of the total 
enplaned air traffic in the United 
States. 

Love Field ranks 10th in the United 
States in total enplaned passengers. 
It ranks 4th in the United States in 
enplaned passengers on local service 
airlines. 

Dallas consistently ranks among 
the three communities in the United 
States which generate the greatest 
number of air passengers in ratio to 
population. 

Love Field's importance to Dallas 
is indicated by the fact that if Dallas 
travelers and shippers had to use the 
next nearest airline airport, instead 
of Love Field, the additional ground 
transportation expense would cost 
them a minimum of $1,752,366 per 
year, in 1955, increasing to $2,380,- 
132 per year by 1960. 
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more than a year. The work began when 
James C. Buckley, Inc., terminal and 
transportation consultants, were retained 
as consultants on the basic functional lay- 
out. Broad and Nelson, and Corgan, the 
architects, and Forrest and Cotton, engi- 
neers, participated in the final phases of 
functional layout and then developed 
architectural and engineering plans on the 
basis of the design agreed upon. Airline 
officials were consulted in the planning, 
but the Love Field terminal design was not 
dictated by their preferences. — 

The new Love Field terminal will be lo- 
cated in mid-field, halfway between the 
present instrument runway and the future 
parallel instrument runway. It will be in 
the general area now occupied by South- 
west Airmotive’s hangars. 

Southwest Airmotive, Braniff Airways 
and other airport-based operations will be 
relocated on the east side of Love Field, 
between the new Lemmon Avenue, now 
under construction, and the present air- 
port boundary. 

Access to the new terminal will be pro- 
vided from Mockingbird Lane, which has 
been opened as a six-lane divided traffic- 
way from Hines to Lemmon. The front 
door of the new terminal will be approxi- 
mately five and a half miles from down- 
town Dallas, or an estimated 10 to 15 
minutes driving distance from the down- 
town hotels on the revised pattern of 
trafficways serving Love Field. 

A series of automobile parking lots 
will be constructed at the front of the 
terminal, providing for employee park- 
ing, storage parking and shorter-term 
transient parking. The regular transient 
parking lot, with a capacity of 450 cars, 
will be nearest the front door and have a 
covered walkway leading to a pedestrian 


underpass of the street which will be 


ramped on a gentle gradient into the very 
foyer of the terminal lobby. 


At the right of the front entrance will 
be the air carriers’ ticketing wing. Pas- 
sengers arriving by private car, taxi or 
limousine will have the benefit of a broad 
canopy which will enable them to unload 
in front of the wing without being exposed 
to bad weather. Inside this wing will be 
325 feet of airline ticket counters, where 
outbound passengers will validate their 
tickets and deposit their luggage. From 
the ticket wing passengers will pass into 
the main lobby. 


A single doorway will connect the 
lobby with aircraft loading piers, eliminat- 
ing all confusion as to the direction in 
Which the traveler should move. Arrows 
will direct the traveler from the doorway 
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into the loading pier where he will board 
his plane. 

The outbound passenger will step onto 
a moving sidewalk to travel the first 275 
feet of his journey toward the loading 
gate. The maximum walking distance, 
after leaving the moving sidewalk, to reach 
any gate will be only 425 feet. 

Inbound passengers will walk the short 
distance from the loading gate to the mov- 
ing sidewalk and then ride to the lobby 
door. In the lobby, inbound passengers 
will turn right to reach the baggage re- 
claim wing, located at the opposite side of 
the terminal from the ticket wing. Once 
baggage has been unloaded from an air- 
plane, it can be trucked from any loading 
gate to the reclaim wing within one min- 
ute traveling time. It will move by gravity 
conveyors from the outside of the building 
to the reclaim counters. Passengers will be 
picked up by car, taxi or limousine at the 
front doors of the baggage reclaim wing, 
again sheltered by a wide canopy. 

A coffee shop seating 250 people will 
be located in the lobby floor of the termi- 
nal, with a dining room for 400 persons 
on the mezzanine floor. The dining area, 
with a terraced view of the airport, will 
be accessible by escalators, elevators and 
stairs. 

Also on the mezzanine floor will be a 
gallery for spectators, with theater-type 


seats on risers to provide an unobstructed 
view of the airport operations from every 
seat. From the gallery spectators will have 
access to the roofs of the loading piers if 
they wish to watch from open air 
positions. 

The five-story office building section of 
the terminal will provide space for muni- 
cipal and federal offices, airlines and other 
tenants desiring an airport location. Two 
airlines also have reserved space for pri- 
vate clubs to be operated in this section. 

A separate one-story building will pro- 
vide facilities for the most efficient han- 
dling of air mail, freight and express. 
Trucks moving to and from this building 
will not become involved in the traffic of 
passenger vehicles entering or leaving the 
parking lots. 

W. C. Miller, chairman of the City 
Council’s Aviation Committee, under 
whose direction the terminal area planning 
was accomplished, points out that Love 
Field is one of the most successful air- 
ports in America from a financial stand- 
point. In the last seven fiscal years, Love 
Field’s operating income has exceeded op- 
erating expenses by a total of $1,492,689. 
Mr. Miller predicted that with the new 
terminal’s increased revenue-generating 
capacity, the Dallas airport will continue 
to rank among the most financially suc- 
cessful fields in the country.

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More complete air line service 
for Dallas citizens is in prospect when the 
Pioneer-Continental Air Lines merger is 
effective April 1. Combining the two air- 
lines will result in a system serving some 
46 cities over 4,797 route miles in Texas, 
Oklahoma, New Mexico, Colorado, Kan- 
sas and Missouri. 

Under the merger agreement approved 
by the Civil Aeronautics Board on De- 
cember 7, 1954, Continental purchased 
the routes and assets of Pioneer for cash 
and 65,000 shares of Continental stock. 
In its decision, the CAB found that the 
consolidation of the two carriers will pro- 
vide an improved and more economical 
service on a strengthened route pattern 
in the Southwest and Rocky Mountain 
area. 

Consolidation of the two carriers will 
eliminate the expense of maintaining sep- 
arate offices in six cities where both car- 
riers now serve — Houston, Lubbock, 
San Angelo, Midland-Odessa, Santa Fe 
and Albuquerque. Pioneer’s Dallas office 
will become the main branch office of the 
new system, second only to the home office 
headquarters in Denver. 

As a result of the merger, Continental 
will be able to provide Dallas with one- 
carrier, single-plane service, for the first 
time, with Carlsbad, Hobbs and Roswell 
—three New Mexico cities with which 
Dallas has a strong community of interest. 
It will continue the service between Dallas 
and 22 other stations which have hereto- 
fore been served by Pioneer. In the Pio- 
heer operations, Dallas has consistently 
generated more traffic for the airline than 
any other station on its system. 

Robert F. Six, president of Continental 
Airlines, will continue as president of the 
Combined operation. Pioneer President 
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Robert J. Smith will be elected vice chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
merged companies. Mr. Six has also an- 
nounced several changes in top manage- 
ment involved in the merger. 

Pioneer’s vice president of traffic and 
sales, Harding L. Lawrence, will become 
vice president of traffic and sales for Con- 
tinental Airlines. Another Dallasite, 
Harold B. Seifert, will become vice presi- 
dent, operations and maintenance, of the 
Dallas base of Continental. Tom E. Nance, 
superintendent of stations for Pioneer, will 
move to Denver as manager of passenger 
service for Continental. 

In addition, several changes were made 
in the Denver personnel, including the 
creating of the posts of executive vice

president and vice president of public re- 
lations and advertising. 

Pioneer Airlines service was inaugu- 
rated in August, 1945, with a six-city 
route. By 1953, when the merger was 
agreed upon, Pioneer was serving 23 cities 
over almost 2,000 route miles. Pioneer 
transported its 1,000,000th passenger on 
scheduled operations during 1954. 

Continental began operations as the 
Varney Speed Lines in 1934 with service 
between El Paso and Pueblo, Colo.

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Great Roundup 


By Lewis Nordyke. New York: William 
Morrow and Company. $5. 


Boorep and spurred cowmen 
of the Southwest, who will gather in 
Dallas in March, will be able to look back- 
ward as well as forward. Published on the 
eve of the annual meeting of the Texas 
and Southwestern Cattle Raisers Associa- 
tion is a popular history of this vigorous 
organization. The author is Lewis Nor- 
dyke of Amarillo, whose history of the 
XIT Ranch, “Cattle Empire,” was well 
received in 1949. 

The association is an outgrowth of the 
Stock Raisers Association of Northwest- 
ern Texas, formed at the frontier village 
of Graham early in 1877. The cowmen 
who gathered under a spreading oak at 
Graham had been made desperate by the 


raiding of their herds by bands of rustlers. 
They were determined to band together 
to protect their interests and to put down 
the thieving. 

This working together soon began to 
show results. District round-ups made it 
easier to return strayed cattle to their 
home ranges. And the war on rustlers was 
strengthened by united action. Some of 
the rustlers were caught and turned over 
to sheriffs. Others were strung up to the 
nearest tree. Still others were warned to 
leave the region or took their own warn- 
ings from necktie parties. 

The war on rustling is only part of the 
story. Trail driving to the north had 
passed its peak when the Texas organiza- 
tion was formed, but Nordyke tells of the 
effort to establish a National Trail. He 
also notes the fencing of the once open 
range and the bringing in of improved 
breeds of cattle. 

Today the association, with headquar- 
ters in its own building in Fort Worth, 
has 10,000 members and keeps brand in- 
spectors at the principal Southwestern 
markets. It publishes the monthly Cattle- 
man and stands firmly against the impos- 
ing of federal controls over the cattle 
industry. 

Nordyke gives intimate glimpses of 





some of the early Texas cowmen and livens 
his narrative with many anecdotes. He 
adds interest to his book by reproducing 
maps and photographs, a painting in color 
by Charles Russell, and nearly a score of 
fine drawings by Harold D. Bugbee of 
Clarendon. He has done a top-notch job 
in breathing life into the musty records 
of an organization and weaving their 
story into an unusually readable book.

Kramer

You might say Arthur L. Kramer, 
Jr., is a young man going places who has 
already arrived! 

Only 33 years old, this engaging depart- 
ment store executive has assumed posi- 
tions of recognition that make him one of 
the best known personalities in a city tra- 
ditionally blessed with leadership. 

From a modest office on the 6th floor 
of A. Harris & Company, Arthur Kramer 
is in concert with the many obligations, 
decisions and responsibilities that nat- 
urally come with being president of a 
multi-million dollar firm now employing 
over 1,000 people. 

“It’s fascinating business,” the genial 
but serene store executive will tell you 
while tapping the bowl of his college- 
styled pipe; cupping it in his hand, poised 
for the next puff. 

“Retailing has all the creative fervor, 
dramatic impact and showmanship that 
belies the greatest stage productions,” he 
intently adds. 

The analogy is well-founded for at one 
time, “Art” Kramer was seriously con- 
sidering the theater as his career. 

The would-be playwright studied thea- 
ter direction at the University of Texas; 
later coming to Dallas in 1942 and direct- 
ing the first non-professional production 
of “Detective Story,” the much talked- 
about Broadway offering by Sidney Kins- 
ley. He was warmly encouraged in his 
early ventures; but as all men have to 
choose, Arthur Kramer had to make a 
final decision concerning his life’s work. 

It is not an unknown fact that the late 
Arthur L. Kramer, Sr., was an outstanding 
merchant, having served A. Harris & 
Company as its president from 1913 to 
1950. However, Arthur, Jr., made his own 
decision, independent of family influence, 
to “join the ranks in association with some 
very fine people.” He simply felt that his 
talents as a potential director were not 
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expansive enough on which to build a life- 
time career. 

In the fall of 1944, therefore, a hand- 
some but quiet-mannered young man un- 
intrusively began his employment in one 
of the smaller departments of A. Harris & 


' Company. 


For several years, Art Kramer was on 
the payroll as a regular store trainee, go- 
ing from department to department and 
acquiring a first-hand education of the 
challenging retail business. In 1948 he was 
named assistant to the president where 
his executive prowess began to exert itself. 

When the president of the store passed 
away two years later, the Board of Di- 
rectors of A. Harris & Co. elected Arthur 
Kramer, Jr., to succeed his famous father. 
Then only 28 years of age, Arthur, Jr., 
became the youngest department store 
president in the United States. 

A year later, things began to happen. 
Sales jumped 12 percent as compared to a 
5 percent average increase for all depart- 
ment stores in the nation. Soon more than 
twice as much merchandise was sold per 
square foot of selling space than was 
credited as the national average. This rec- 
ord, incidentally, holds true still today. 

Three things probably account for the 
success of Arthur Kramer’s management 
of one of Dallas’ largest stores: (1) a nat- 
ural fondness and enthusiasm for all 
phases of his work, (2) innate ability and

the wise judgment of placing other young 
people in positions of responsibility, and 
(3) wide participation in civic affairs. This 
last factor is perhaps long-range, but 
Arthur remembers well the advise of his 
father who maintained that by helping 
Dallas to grow in the most beneficial way, 
everybody benefits. 

Today, Arthur L. Kramer, Jr., is the 
youngest member of Dallas’ City Council 
in all of its civic history. This kudos holds 
true of his more altruistic responsibilities 
such as being president of the Dallas 
Grand Opera Association, and as business 
chairman of the executive committee for 
Theater ’55. He is also a past director of 
the Dallas Chamber of Commerce, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Dallas Department 
Store Association, and a member of the 
Variety Club, to name but a few. 

Testifying in recognition of his great 
public service are two awards which were 
presented to him last year by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. He was first cited 
as the recipient of the Dallas Jaycee’s Dis- 
tinguished Service Award for 1954, and 
later acclaimed by the Texas Jaycees as 
one of the “Five Outstanding Young 
Texans” for that same year. 

Arthur, who is in a strategic observa- 
tory position, predicts an even more bril- 
liant future for Dallas, citing that “as long 
as people give their best, they will be well- 
supported.”

As secretary to Earl Cliff, divi- 
sion manager of Safeway Stores, Inc., 
Lida Mae Flurry totes a full basket of 
management’s vast responsibility. 

Mr. Cliff is boss of 108 stores and 2,300 
Safeway employees in Texas. 

“And we're in the midst of the most 
terrific expansion program I’ve seen since 
I started to work for Safeway in 1943,” 
Mrs. Flurry says with pride and enthusi- 
asm. 

She called attention to Safeway’s big 
new distribution center, under construc- 
tion in Garland — 14 acres under a single 
roof — as proof that there’s nothing static 
about Safeway. 

And fortunately for Mr. Cliff, there is 
nothing static about vibrant Lida Flurry, 
either.

The Secretaries Week assignment was 
handed to Lida by the Big D Chapter of 
NSA. The chapter is headed by Mrs. 
Mildred Brandt, secretary to Attorney 
R. L. (Bob) Clark. Lida is a past treasurer 
of the chapter and was publicity chair- 
man of the 1953 Secretaries Week in 
Dallas. 

“Our goal is for 250 secretaries to at- 
tend this year,” Mrs. Flurry said. Then, in 
efficient and helpful fashion, she typed off 
the following paragraph: 

“The purpose of the special week is to 
make the secretarial career attractive to 
high school and college graduates; to en- 
courage practicing secretaries to equip 
themselves as administrative assistants to 
their employers by participation in educa- 
cional programs; to urge management’s 
co-operation in elevating the professional 
standards of secretaries.” 

She added, “We’ll have a ‘Workshop for 
Today’s Secretary’ in the Hotel Adolphus 
Ballroom on April 23. It’s theme will be 
‘Rights for Successful Secretaries.’ ” 

Four of these “rights,” she said, are 
“Think Right,” “Work Right,” “Learn 
Right,” and “Look Right.” 

Attention to these rights undoubtedly 
has had much to do with the success of 
tall, brown-eyed Lida Flurry, one of the 
11 children of Mrs. Jessie Dean of Waco 
and the late Dr. J. J. Dean. 

Born in Waco, Lida attended Waco 
High, then Baylor University. From Bay- 
lor she transferred to Texas Tech at Lub- 
bock and majored in business administra- 
tion. 


Her first job was one of responsibility— 
in the office of S. H. Kress in Waco, han- 
dling the payroll, among other things. 

Good jobs followed with the R. T. Den- 
nis Furniture Company and with Texas 
Life Insurance in Waco before Lida came 
to Dallas in 1943 as a secretary in the 
buying office of Safeway. 

This job — involving everything from 
soup to nuts — she handled so capably 
that in 1945 she was promoted to her pres- 
ent post. 

Meanwhile, her husband Homer, a soft- 
spoken Mississippian, built up a success- 
ful dry-cleaning business in Dallas. They 
were married in Waco June 17, 1939. °* 

And a year and a half ago, the Flurrys 
built their own dream house at 6408 
Prestoncrest Lane — an unusual blend of 
convenience, livability and beauty. 

The Flurrys have no children of their 
own, but Lida’s big family of brothers and 
sisters — William, Jerry, J. J., Carrie, 
Monnie, Dorothy, Helen, Lena, Anna Bell 
and Margaret — has provided her with 
plenty of nieces and nephews to love, and 
to make little robes for at Christmastime. 

The kids are frequent visitors, and sub- 
jects of color slides that Mrs. Flurry pro- 
duces with her camera. 

They also contribute, occasionally, to 
her collection of spoons, now numbering 
almost 60. 

One of her favorites in the collection — 
the gift of a little niece — is a dime store 
plastic spoon with gay decorations glued 
on, up and down the handle.

two bays 250 feet long. Its services in- 
clude slitting, roller levelling, shearing, 
power hack sawing and torch cutting.
